All the noble lords who can read (for 
there are some who know little besides their alphabet) read the 
Black Dwarf. The Attorney and Solicitors General read the 
Black Dwarf; and it may be said to be patronized by then, 
against their inclinations, for they read it with a view to torture 
its language into libels; and by not instituting any charge 
against, it they declare there is nothing which the hand of power 
dare place before a British Jury, as an offence calling for the 
punishment of the author.

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ihe country. Such a general co-operation may take place 


through sach means, as will enable the reformers to take the} 


best steps in concert, for petition, or remonstrance. Simu/ta- 
neous meetings are forbidden, but they are not requisite. The 
system of parish meetings is better calculated for effect than that 
of immense public assemblies :—though to declare that Britons 
tree born, as they are said to be, shall not hold general meetings, 
as to declare an usurpation of a prohibitory power, which ean- 
not be rightfully assumed by any body of men—and_ still less 
by an assembly which is not what ‘it So to be—but 
directly the reverse, We must, however, take such steps as are 
safe, While we pursue those which may be effectual. The stand- 
ing army would be turned loose upon us, were we to resist 
What we contend we ought not in justice to be required to obey. 
And we are not ina condition to resist the attacks upon our 
nights which would be made by a standing army. When the 
whole country is equally satisfied of the necessity of reform, 
which it must be ere long, it will be for the country to declare 
its will, and for the borouchimon: cers and their standing army to 
obey What will, At present we have to augment our renks, by 
tiie propagation of those facts which are necessary to convince 
those who have yet thought but little, of the justice of our 
prine iples.
